Motorists Reminded of Law 
Dealing with School Buses 


Now that school has started, 


state police of the Warren sub- 
station remind motorists, both 
veteran or new, that enforce- 
ment of Section 1018 of the 
Motor Vehicle Code dealing with 
passing school buses will be 
rigidly enforced. 


Drivers of any vehicle ap. 


preaching 
or 
overtaking a 


school bus which has stopped 
for the purpose of receiving 
or discharging one or more 
school children must stop his 
vehicle not less than 10 feet 
from the school bus and keep 
the vehicle stationary until any 
child has entered the bus or 
has alighted and reached the 
side of the highway. 


Where highways have dual or 


multiple roadways separated 
by safety islands or physical 
traffic separation installations 
the driver of a vehicle on an- 
other roadway approaching the 
stopped school bus is required 
to reduce speed to not more 
lban 15 miles an hour and not 


resume normal speed until the 
vehicle has passed the school 
bus and any child who may 
have alighted from or entered 
the bus. 


Whenever a school bus is 


parked at the curb for the pur. 
pose of receiving or discharg- 
ing children to enter a school 
located on the same side of the 
street as that on which the 
school bus is parked, drivers 
are permitted to pass the bus 
without stopping but not in ex- 
cess of 15mph. 


Drivers of school buses are 


not permitted to start the bus 
until 
every child who has 


alighted has reached a place 
of safety. 


Persons violating any pro- 


visions of this section, upon 
summary conviction before a 
magistrate, will be sentenced 
to pay a $25 fine, costs of 
prosecution and if in default 
undergo imprisonment for not 
more than 10 days.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre- 


tary of Defense Clark M. Clif- 
ford announced Thursday firm 
plans to go ahead with building 
an antimissile shield and to 
maintain' 'significant'' forces in 
Europe to face up to the sharp- 
ening Soviet threat. 


In a relatively hard-line 


speech, the defense chief took 
note of the Russian, led invasion 
of Czechoslovakia and declared: 


"The developments of these 


last few days confirm the fact 
that, when and if we negotiate, 
safety and success demand that 
•we negotiate from strength." 


Speaking at a National Press 


Club luncheon, he said he is 
making the controversial Senti- 
nel anttballistic missile system 
exempt from budget cuts re- 
cently orderedby Congress. The 
system carries a $5 billion price 
tag. 


For the most part Vietnam 


took a back seat in Clifford's 
comments but he said in answer 
to questions he thinks the long 
expected third enemy offensive 
may now be underway. 


But Clifford said the battle- 


field commanders are equipped 
to cope with the new offensive. 
"Militarily," he said, "we are in 
substantially better position to- 
day than we were a year ago." 


As for the Iferis peace nego- 


tiations Clifford said: "H we 
stay with it, and work with it, 
and continue to have the type of 
military results we are having 
in Vietnam, Ibelieve we will be. 
gin to get progress in Parts." 


Clifford declined to confirm 


reports that the Soviet Union 
has developed multiple war. 
heads for its nuclear missiles 
but said the United States is 
forging such a weapon because 
"a 
position 
of 
substantial 


strength is essential and is the 
best position from which we can 
negotiate agreements that may 
make the threat of nuclear war 
increasingly remote." 


Clifford praised the North At- 


lantic Treaty Organization as a 
major factor in maintaining the 
peace in Europe. 


"The events of the past couple 


of weeks, I submit, have clearly 
demonstrated that a significant 
American military presence in 
Western Europe is still needed," 
he said. 


Steps had been taken to cut 


down on the U.S. forces in Eu- 
rope before the Soviet move into 
Czechoslovakia reversed this. 


m response to questions Clif- 


ford defended the performance 
of intelligence experts who ana- 
lyzed Soviet movements before 
the invasion of Czechoslovakia. 


Clifford said that on the day 


of the Soviet invasion President 
Johnson received intelligence 
information which said the So- 
viets had set into motion certain 
operations that indicated a push 
into Czechoslovakia. But he said 


the Soviets had been practicing 
similar exercises along the 
Czech border in previous days 
so that the United States could 
not be sure this was the real 
thing. 


Leaders Plan to Bring 
Czechs Back to Normal 


PRAGUE (AP) — Govern, 


ment leaders met Thursday to 
discuss measures needed to 
bring Czechoslovakia back to as 
normal conditions as possible 
under the Soviet bloc occupa- 
tion. 


No details were disclosed, but 


the session coincided with re. 
ports that Soviet leaders were 
meeting In Moscow. These ac- 
counts said the Moscow meeting 
could prove significant to Czech- 
oslovakia's future course. 


Despite the Soviet crackdown 


on Czechoslovakia's liberalized 
policy of free speech and an un- 
censored press, signs persisted 
that the public and some lead- 
ers still are defying the occupa. 
tion forces. 
Prace the trade union newspa- 


per, reported residents in the In- 


dustrial region of Ostrava are 
calling a special election to re- 
place Drahomtr Holder, accused 
of collaborating with the Rus- 
sians, in the National Assembly.

The Russians have demanded 


that road signs and house num- 
bers, removed to confuse the oc- 
cupying forces, be restored in 
Prague and elsewhere.

The Prague mayor's office, 


without mentioning the occupa- 
tion, appealed to the people to 
replace the signs and house 
numbers to make the work of 
ambulance drivers and delivery 
men easier—as he put it. 


Enemy Troops Try to Lure 
Allies from Defense Post 


SAIGON (AP) — North Viet- 


namese and Viet Cong troops 
tried to lure allied forces out 
from their defense of Saigon 
Thursday, perhaps in prelude to

against the capital. 


U.S. intelligence sources said 


the earliest the enemy could 
mount an attack against the 
capital was mid-September, 
provided it scored successes 
over allied forces in the outlying 
areas.

casualties soared last week to 
the highest level in the past 
three months, tt said 408 Ameri. 
can troops were killed and 2,513 
were wounded in the second 
week of fighting that followed a 
two-month lull in the ground 
war. 


Enemy forces tried unsuc- 


cessfully to throw the allied de. 
fense of Saigon off balance 
when they shattered the ground 
war lull Aug. 18 with heavy of- 
fenslve along the Cambodian 
border northwest of the capital. 
Intelligence officers say the ene- 
my hoped to force the allies into 
pulling troops out of the Saigon 
defense ring.

South Vietnamese Infantrymen 
launched a drive into the Boi 
Lol Woods, 30 miles northwest 
of Saigon, Thursday, in search 
of an enemy force believed bent 
on upsetting the allies' defenses.

pation in national and inter- 
national affairs included a na- 
tionally broadcast 
talk pro- 


testing the Nazi persecution of 
the Jews, promotion of the cause 
of 
mass cannonization, and 


addressing the Fourth Annual 
Eucharistic Congress in 1942 
at Sao Paulo, Brazil. 


The Archbishop addressed the 


annual convention of District 21 
of The United Steelworkers of 
America, CIO, in Erie, in 1942, 
and delivered an address to the 
national council of Catholic Men 
in Toledo, Ohio, in 1946. 


On Jan. 24, 1947 the Arch- 


bishop delivered a highly ac- 
claimed appeal for Lithuanian 
release at $525,000 campaign 
dinner in New York City. 


In 1948, he addressed 100,000 


Germans in the Cologne Sta- 
dium as the representative of 
the U.S. hierarchy in connection 
with the celebration of the 700th 
anniversary of the founding of 
Cologne Cathredral. 


Archbishop 
Gannon 
was 


elevated from Bishop to Per- 
sonnel Archbishop Nov. 25,1953 
by his Holiness, Pope Pius 
XII, 
according to 
the notice 


from the Apostolic Delegate to 
the U.S., Archbishop Amleto G. 
Clcagnani. 


It wasn't long after he was 


made Bishop of Erie, that Gan- 
non began what was to be a 
tremendous building program 
of churches and schools in the 
Diocese of Erie. 


In 1922, he founded Cathedral 


Prep, which has. grown from a 
handful of students in a Cath- 
edral 
basement into one of 


Northwest 
Pennsylvania's 


finest educational institutions 
with an enrollment of more than 
400 boys. 


In the same year, two new 


parishes -- St. James, Wesley- 
ville, and St. George's, Erie, 
were erected. In August 1923, 
construction of the Erie Day 
Nursery, conducted by 
the 


Sisters of St. Joseph, began. 


On July 20th, 1924, Arch- 


bishop Gannon dedicated 
the 


new $1 million St. Joseph's 
Home for Children on its W. 
Sixth St. site with tlu Sisters 
of St. Joseph in charge. 


It was followed in 1926 with the 


dedication of Mercyhurst Col- 
lege for Women, established in 
Erie by the Sisters of Mercy 
at the invitation of Archbishop 
Gannon. 


The archbishop took a major 


step toward adding a college de- 
partment to the Villa Mar iaAca- 
demy for Girls, when, in 1927, 
he dedicated Our Lady's Chapel 
and Gannon Hall at Villa Maria. 


Ground was broken in 1929 


by His Excellency for 
St. 


Mary's Home for the Aged, 
which 
is 
conducted by the 
Sisters of St. Joseph. One of the 
finest gymnasiums in the state 
was erected and then dedicated 
by Archbishop Gannon in 1932. 
This was the Josephinum of St. 
Joseph's Parish, Sharon, Pa. 


Later in the year, the audi- 


torium-gymnasium of St. Ber- 
nard's Parish, Bradford, with a 
seating capacity of 800, was 
dedicated. 


In early 1933, the Department 


of Youth Activities in the Erie 
Diocese was established by the 
Archbishop. Today, 
this de- 


partment has been expanded to^ 
offer a complete recreational,' 
social, and spiritual program 
for young people in the diocese. 
The year 1934 was a busy one 
for Archbishop Gannon. 


He received a doctorate from 


the University of St. Bonaven- 
ture, laid the cornerstone for 
St. 
Joseph's Convent, St. 


Marys, Pa., and broke ground 
for Gannondale Home for Girls. 


The Diocesan Department of 


the Confrataternity of Christian 
Doctrine, with Auxiliary Bishop 
Edward P. McManaman as di- 
rector, was created in June 
1935. 


The archbishop dedicated tne 


completed Cathedral Center In 
Oct. 26,1944 and celebrated the 
Golden Jubilee of dedication 
of St. Peter's Cathedral with 
the Apostolic Delegate to the 
U.S., Archbishop Amleto G. 
Cocognani, presiding and an- 
nouncing conferalofthehonorof 
Papal Court upon the Erie — 
Catholic leader. 


In Sept. 1950, he appointed 


the first Diocesan Director of _ 
Vocation, the Rev. James Peter- 
son. 


In 1951, Archbishop Gannon 


celebrated his 50th anniversary 
of ordination as a priest, and 
in 1953 the Diocese observed its 
centennial, both brilliant oc- 
casions attracting dozens of 
Cardinals, Archbishops, Bis- 
hops and Abbots to St. Peter's 
Cathedral. 


The New St. Mark's $2.5 mil- 


lion building on West Grand- 
view, was dedicated in June 
1960. 
During 
the summer 


months it served as a retreat 
house for Priests and laymen 
of the diocese.

DETROIT (AP) — Detroit's 


over .all racial climate was de- 
picted Thursday as improved 
since last summer's riots, with 
both the black and white com- 
munities closer together. 


The description was Included 


in a private survey conducted 
for New Detroit, Inc., a group' 
organized to coordinate efforts 
to ease racial tensions in the 
city. 
"* Tne survey added, however, 
that while the feeling of im- 
provement is prevalent "there 
are still vast differences In atti- 
tudes and understandings be. 
tween the races." 


Conducted by Market Strate. 


gy, Inc., the survey involved 
1,200 Negroes and whites—400 
each in the inner city, outer city 
and suburbs. It was conducted 
between June 15 and July 15. 


While reporting that a pre- 


dominant number of blacks and 
whites feel there has been a pos- 
itive change for the better, the 
report said that "fear of possi. 
ble violence is a concern shared 
by both blacks and whites. 


Of all those interviewed, the 


report continued, less than 10 
per cent see another riot as nee- 
essary to further black goals. 
"However," the report added, 


' 'this attitude is far more appar- 
ent among black youths under 
25 years of age of whom almost 
one in four feel more rioting is 
necessary. 


The study shows further that 


about 40 per cent of all Inter, 
viewed have strong feelings that 
If more progress than has been 
evident so far is not made soon, 
there may be more violence.

Donaldson, had moved tempo- 
rarily to Washington to become 
national field director of the 
Citizens for Nlxon-Agnew.

One hundred thirty- 
six or 65 percent were counseled 
and tested. In Warren county 
graduate placements for the 
first three months after gradua- 
tion number 81, or 39 percent 
of the graduates registered in 
the local employment office. 


Statistics indicate a great 


number of high school graduates 
are making use of the bureau 
services. Also various em- 
ployers in the area are hiring 
qualified high school graduates 
to fill their job openings through 
the local office. 


The cooperative school pro- 


gram is a program of close co- 
operation of local schools, em- 
ployers and the employment 
service in helping recent high 
school graduates find a place 
in the world of work.

adelphia schools as scheduled on 
Friday. A school board vote Is 
set for next Monday night. 


In addition to a wage pack 


age costing $13.8 million this 
year and twice that next year, 
the new contract also decreases 
maximum 
class sizes and 


changes 
teacher

policy, a school administration 
spokesman said. 


The maximum class size, 


which was 39 pupils, will be re. 
duced immediately to 37 and to 
35 In the 1969-70 school year, the 
spokesman said. 


This will require hiring of ad. 


ditional teachers, but this was 
alsoflgured Into the wage pack- 
age, said the spokesman. 


The new transfer policy gives

tration's authority. 


Similarly, 
when President 


Truman succeeded Roosevelt 
and soon after began to talk 
to the World War n allies about 
the peace treaties, he invited 
Sen. Arthur Vandenberg, Re. 
publican of Michigan and Dul- 
les, not only to observe but to 
participate in the negotiations. 


The British government fol- 


lowed the same procedure dur- 
ing the Potsdam conference witfe 
the Russians in 1945. Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill was 
facing a national election at 
that time and he took the leader 
of the opposition, Clement At. 
tlee, to Potsdam with him, and 
was later replaced at Potsdam 
by Attlee who won the election. 


The present situation is at 


least comparable. 
K a peace 


treaty is negotiated for Viet. 
nam at Paris, it will undoubt- 
edly have to be ratified by the 
Senate elected in November. 
Any commitments taken to as. 
sure the defense of Europe af. 
ter the Soviet invasion of Czech, 
oslovakia will mean very little 
to the Western European allies 
unless they know that the next 
U.S. president agrees in gen- 
eral with the defense arrange, 
ments approved by President 
Similarly, 
the Johnson ad- 


ministration is now planning a 
series of the most critical ne. 
gotiations with the Russians on 
the future of offensive and de. 
fensive missile systems, and 
what happens in these will ob- 
viously affect the security of the 
United States and the budget of 
the United 
States long after 


Johnson has retired to his ranch 
in Texas. 


President Johnson, of course, 


has agreed to inform Nixon 
about 
developments in the 


foreign field, but this is not 
the same as inviting him to have 
a representative in on the Viet, 
nam talks, the missile talks and 
the European defense talks. 


Humphrey is well protected. 


He has been in en all these 
conversations from the begin, 
ning. 
He attended the White 


House review of U.S.-European 
policy in Washington this week, 
and he has access to all the 
documents on all the important 
questions. Therefore, the prob- 
lem of continuity for him, if 
he should win, would not be too 
difficult. 


Nixon's 
problem would be 


harder. He would not know all 
the previous steps in the ne. 
gotiations. He would not be in. 
formed on the cast of charac- 
ters on the other side of the 
negotiating tables, but if his rep. 
resentatives 
were 
involved 


from now till November, he 
would be in a much better posi- 
tion to take over if he wins. 


There is very little danger, 


though there may be some, that 
Nixon would differ with the ad.

worth taking. 


Nixon has been very respon. 


sible in the first week of his 
campaign. He refused in Chi. 
cago this week to discuss the 
riots during the Democratic 
nominating convention in that 
city. He said they were being 
investigated and did not want 
to interfere, though he could 
undoubtedly have exploited them 
to his political advantage. 


Similarly, he refused to in-

Older People and Their Homes

NEW YORK — A house or not 


a house is a decision that many 
older couples approaching the 
retirement age of 65 have to con- 
sider. Shall they stay in their 
family home, or sell it and buy 
a smaller one or move into an 
apartment. 


Since a house ranks as a major 
asset to most families, its sell- 
ing price is important. Many 
homes owned over a period of 
years in desirable neighbor- 
hoods have sharply increased in 
value, partly due to inflation, 
partly to housing shortages, 
partly to population growth 
spreading into suburban areas, 
partly due to apartments, etc. 


What 
many elderly couples 


perhaps do not realize is that 
the tax law gives them a break 
when they sell their home by 
releasing them from some of the 
burden of capital gains 
taxes

under certain conditions. 


When making their plans to 
sell, an elderly couple might 
do well to 1— Get a preliminary 
estimate from a local real es- 
tate man or several and from 
knowledgeable neighbors as to 
what 
they might expect to 


receive for the house; 2—They 
should obtain a brochure from 
the Internal Revenue Service 
called "Selling Your Home" 
which outlines the rules 
ap- 


plicable; and 3— They should 
search their files for old bills 
and other data on the original 
costs of the house, the cost of 
improvements etc. to give them 
supporting evidence with re- 
gard to capital gains taxes. 


All this takes a little time 


and 
research so the couple 


shouldn't expect to rush into a 
deal involving sale of their 
home. 


The 
tax 
law 
generally 


gives elderly couples a break

"Do you mind six unexpected guests for dinner, dear?. 


I've brought my therapy group!" 
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on capital gains taxes if the 
following requirements 
are 


met: 


—The owner must reach the 


age of 65 before the date of 
sale or exchange of the property. 
If the home is owned jointly 
and a joint income tax is filed, 
only one of the pair need be 65. 


—The house must have been 


owned and used as a principal 
residence for at least five of the 
eight year period up to the sale 
date. A summer home doesn't 
count. 


--There's a rule that says only 


one election to take the special 
capital gains treatment can be 
made in a lifetime. So 
old 


couples who buy and sell several 
houses before settling down af- 
ter reaching 65 will find they 
can qualify only once for the 
favorable ruling. 


--Benefits also apply to con- 


dominiums, cooperative hous- 
ing and to sales of houses con- 
demned for public use such as 
for new state highways. A big 
house ^traded for a smaller one 
also would be eligible. 


What is the good tax news? 


If the adjusted sales price of the 
home is $20,000 or less, the 
couple need pay no capital gains 
tax. The adjusted sales price 
is reached by subtracting from 
the actual selling price, the 
commissions paid to a real es- 
tate broker, some fixing up ex- 
penses such as a coat of paint 
and other expenses. The fixing 
up must be done within 90 days 
of sale date to meet the re- 
quirement. 


If the house sells for more than 


$20,000 the gain is figured on 
the basis of a proportion. 


Thus, if an adjusted sale price 


is more than $20,000, part of the. 
gain may be excluded. The ex- 
clusion is an amount that bears 
the same ratio to the entire a- 
mount of gain as $20,000 bears 
to the adjusted sales pricej 


One additional benefit Is that 


like anyone younger selling a 
house, the old couple can also 
postpone some gain If they buy 
another dwelling place within 
the time period allowed bylaw. 
Since the rules covering this 
are also complex the couple 
should get help In figuring totals 
If they do not understand the 
rules as presented In the 
brochure on selling your home.

The opening of school never 


brought joy to this heart. It 
was a jail sentence with no 
parole, a formal bore. What 
was. asked of me was time and 
attention and I gave as little as 
possible.

I never flunked, but I could come 
closer to a failing grade than 
any of my confreres. 


It is a pity 


that education 
is mandatory 
for the young, 
because 
they 


are not equip- 
ped to appre- 
ciate it 
What 


should 
be a 


triumph is re- 
garded as a 
chore. I have 
seen 
young- 


sters skipping 
from 
school 


but I've never seen one skip* 
ping to a seat of learning. Even 
the pace of walking to class is 
different from the happy hop 
homeward. 


The absorption of knowledge 


is a matter of memory. The 
use of the knowledge is intel- 
lectual. 
Too often, the child 


is unaware of why he must 
know that two plus three equal 
five. If, of course, it does. . . 


Penmanship and spelling were 


important in my time. Today, 
the handwriting of many stu- 
dents is almost indecipherable 
and many of them are certain 
that the word cat begins with a 
k. I have received notes from 
successful businessmen with a 
sentence that opens: "You no 
how I feel about this. . . "or 
"I expect to be hear a weak or 
two. . ." 


The best students I knew were 


girls. If there were gold medals 
to be given out, the young ladies 
won them. They applied them- 
selves more fervently to their 
work, and their little heads re- 
tained what teachers put in 
them. 
Not one of these stu- 


dents ever produced anything 
except" children and a good 
home. This can be done with- 
out knowing the difference be- 
tween an adverb and a prepo- 
sition. 
Or, for that matter, 


-hat Saudi Arabia is a peninsula 
flanked on three sides by water. 


And yet, next to health, educa- 
tion is the most important thing 
in the life of a human. It rep- 
resents the difference between 
us and the rest of the animals. 
They have not learned how to 
pass information from genera- 
tion to generation, either by 
sound or by written symbols. 
If a group of chickens cross a 
road and a number are killed 
by automobiles, the survivors 
are unable to warn their young 
about the danger. A domesti- 
cated dog lavishes affection on 
his owner, but his instincts tell 
him that this is where all that 
free food comes from. 


Education is also an instru- 


ment of discipline. This is the 
part that hurts, but a properly 
administered school is a dic- 
tatorship. The lower echelon of 
party functionaries tell you 
when to arrive, when to sit, 
when to stand, what to salute, 
how to recite, what to read and 
how to ask permission to go to 
the bathroom. Chronic viola- 
tions of any of these precepts 
bring punishment and some- 
times a personal visit to the of. 
fice of the head dictator. 


He may be nothing at home, but 


behind that desk he is the law. 
The more lenient he is the more 
the students will abuse him. 
They are constantly feeling With 
their antennae to find the outer 
limits of license. K a principal 
enforces discipline, the stu- 
dents hate him and some of their 
parents will fight him in a per- 
sonal confrontation. The strict 
disciplinarian is, in truth, tak- 
ing on a task that should be 
taught in the home: obedience 
to authority. 


My objection to school was that 


no teacher wanted to tell me the 
why of any subject. I could stand 
up and say that Cornwallis sur- 
rendered at Yorktown, but I 
didn't know who he was, or why 
he quit. In time, I knew which 
countries produced tin or cop- 
per or coal, but I hadn't the faint- 
est notion of what they did with 
the stuff. 


The night I received my 


diploma from Father Edward A. 
Kelly I realized that I was apret- 
ty fair parrot. A few years la- 
ter, education became import- 
ant to me. I began to see that 
my hands and head were useless 
without the proper tools. So I 
began all over. At the start of 
manhood, I was astonished at 
how fast I could learn, and how 
interesting each subject can be. 
Suddenly, nothing was dull. 


I milked the minds of wise men 


long since gone. I could be se- 
lective, picking the subjects, 
skimming to find the gems hid- 
den between book covers. They 
had been there all along, but L 
had been too young to under- 
stand their worth. 
School opens. I close on this 
note: How come I always for- 
get the apostrophe In the word 
aint?....

TV, Violence and Chicago

WASHlNGTON-This is a column which will 


make a lot of TV executives sore. It may also 
make some viewers skeptical about the TV cov- 
erage of the recent Chicago convention. 


We,attended both political conventions and wit- 


nessed violence in both Miami and Chicago. 
Outside agitators came to both cities to foment 
trouble that they hoped would attract the spot- 
light and tarnish the U£. image. 


Anyone who watched the two 


conventions on television might 
think that Chicago was explod. 
ing with violence while Miami 
was comparatively peaceful. 


Yet in Miami, six persons 
s\ 


were killed, and the riot area "^ 
was put under curfew. In Chi- 
cago, sniper fire was, reported, 
but only one policeman was 
wounded. A bullet also thudded 
into a bus. The outbreaks nev- 
er became serious enough to require a curfew. 


After the Miami convention we reported that the 


TV networks, angry over the $3 million it was 
costing them to pull up their cables and trans- 
fer everything to Chicago, intended to retaliate 
by focusing attention on Democratic "disturb- 
ances." 


The networks got their revenge. In Chicago 


they played up the violence which they had vir- 
tually 
ignored in Miami. They complained 


about tight security restrictions, which, incident- • 
ally, had also been imposed by the Republican 
convention. They sought out the dissidents and 
featured them while the Democratic orators were 
expounding. 
T 
This raises two important questions about the 


role of TV at the Democratic convention. 


1. Did the TV cameras help incite the violence? 


There is little doubt that the provocations were 
planned largely for the benefit of television. We 
stayed at the Conrad Hilton hotel, which was the 
center of most of the trouble. During the dis- 
turbances we mingled with the hippies and yip- 
pies. We found almost no action outside the 
circle of the TV klelg lights. Aside from some 
shouting and surging, little was happening in the 
darkness. 


2. Did the TV networks make news? There is 


evidence that the TV networks, perhaps in their 
eagerness to generate high ratings for TV spon- 
sors, encouraged dissidents to make inflamma- 
tory statements and helped to stir up contro- 
versies. When the networks sell convention time 
to cigarette and oil sponsors for several mil- 
lion dollars, they have to keep up the viewing in- 
terest. One way of doing this is to pick fights, 
stimulate excitement, interrupt dull speeches 
and roll calls. Once, the sound was switched 
on before the cameras focused on a TV news- 
man about to interview a prominent Democrat. 
The interviewer was overheard coaching his 
subject: 
"Let's keep this Kennedy story go- 


ing." 


The TV networks also presented an outrage- 


ously biased picture of the events in Chicago.

They gave the impression, for instance, that the 
police were beating up innocent young people who 
had come to Chicago for peaceful demonstra- 
tions.

were too zealous 


in swinging their billy clubs, and a lot of inno- 
cent people were hurt. 
+ 
But the TV networks scarcely mentioned the 


provocations that finally made the police lose 
their tempers. The hippies shouted obsceni- 
ties, hurled rocks and bottles, sprayed police 
with caustic chemicals, damaged police cars 
and generally defied police orders. 


One group tore down the American flag and 


tried to raise a communist flag in its place. 
Other agitators waved red flags and North Viet- 
namese flags. A couple of demonstrators slam- 
med a huge chunk of cement through the win- 
dow of a police car. Others stoned police cars, 
tossed cherry bombs and stink bombs, smash- 
ed windows, broke into liquor stores. 


Jerry Rubin, the yippie leader, cried through 


a bullhorn for violence against the police, whom 
he called "pigs.J' Black panther leaders, taking 
the stump in Lincoln Park, urged the demonstra- 
tors to break up into small groups and go on a 
rampage through Chicago's loop. Other agita- 
tors made speeches that sounded like Radio 
Hanoi and Radio Peking. 


The same night that police began cracking 


heads, 70 policemen were also injured. Sev- 
eral officers had to be hospitalized. By the 
end of convention week, 118 officers had been 
hurt. 


This was a side of the story that the TV net- 


works largely ignored. They had hundreds of 
newsmen and cameramen in Chicago who should 
have been able to get the facts. The two of us, 
operating alone, easily dug out the full story. 


Indeed, we reported in advance what was in 


store for the Democrats in Chicago. We had 
studied government intelligence reports which 
warned that the militants planned a deliberate 
provocation of the police on the two most im- 
portant nights of the convention. 


We reported that the leaders ranged from com- 


munists and anarchists to sincere pacifists. They 
were directed loosely by the National Mobiliza- 
tion Committee to End the War in Vietnam. The 
co-chairmen are Dr. Sidney Morris Peck, a for- 
mer communist, and David Dellinger, a pacifist 
who has been to Hanoi and is an apologist for 
Ho Chi Minn. 


We. reported on August 25: "The committee 


has trained a group of militant demonstrators 
to attempt a 'crash-in' to break Into the conven- 
tion amphitheater. 
They will be directed by 


marshals carrying walkie-talkies. Calls have 
gone out for medics to give first aid to the 
demonstrators and electronic experts to operate 
the radio equipment." 


This was published~three days before the first 


violence. It all happened exactly on schedule. 
And the TV networks showed it all exactly as 
they had threatened.

realistic solutions begin to go 
into effect and meanwhile you, 
the air traveler, will have to 
fight your own battle against 
the costly and nerve-shatter- 
ing ordeals being imposed on 
you at the airports.

There 
are literally hundreds of "early 
bird" and "night owl" flights 
between major cities available 
today. And by taking them you 
avoid not only flight delays and 


jams at the ticket counter but 
also the heaviest commuter 
traffic. 


Re-study the fastest ways to 


get to and from airports. Fre- 
quently airport limousine serv- 
ice is much faster than going by 
-car or taxi, especially during 
rush hours. 
Find out what direct air serv- 


ice is available from suburban 
airports, if you live in the su- 
burbs. 


Look again at train schedules 


on short trips of, say 150-200 
miles. Quite possibly, you can 
save time, door-to-door, by tak- 
ing a train instead of a plane. 


Take advantage, as many peo- 


ple don't, of airport curb-side 
check-in 
service offered by 


some airlines, if you have your 
reservation and your ticket. All propriation for education 
you do, when you arrive, is hand Pennsylvania

Finally, try to avoid all the de- 


lays involved in checking in and 
retrieving your baggage by trav- 
eling with a suitcase within the 
carrying on size limits set by the 
airlines.

There is a special shot in golf that calls for a 


special technique. I speak of the shot from rough 
grass, close-in to the green. The challenge on these 
shots is to strike the ball firmly enough to move the 
clubhead through the deep grass, yet delicately 
enough so as not to fly the ball over the green. 


I like to think "slow but firm" on these shots. 


I swing a bit slower, or more methodically, than 
normal, yet with an especially firm grip. The firm 
grip keeps the club from wavering in the grass 
and the slower swing keeps the ball from flying 
too far. 


The over-all feel on these short shots from rough 


should be that you are swinging a bucket of water. 
You must hold it firmly, yet swing it slowly.

BONK — An appeal by pro- 


Moscow Communists in Prague 
to the citizens of Czechoslo- 
vakia, intended to provide the 
Soviet Union and its followers 
with the pretext for invading 
Czechoslovakia, 
was 
sup- 


pressed during a critical period 
by journalists loyal to the 
leadership 
of Alexander Dub- 


cek, knowledgable sources dis- 
closed Thursday. 


The obstruction of the appeal 


came on the evening of Aug. 20, 
a few hours before the invasion 
began, according to the sources, 
an East German Communist and 
a Czech who recently sought 
refuge in the West. They indi- 
cated that the key figure in the 
pro-Soviet plot and the person 
most responsible for its failure 
was Miroslav Sulek, former di- 
rector of C.T.K., the Czecho- 
slovak press agency. 


Sulek was one of the Czecho- 
slovak, 
Communists 
whose 


Career fostered by former 
President Antonin Novotny and 
who remained loyal to Moscow 
throughout the democratization 
drive conducted by Dubcek's re- 
form leadership. Also in the 
group was Novotny's last minis- 
ter of information, Karel Hoff- 
mann. 


According to the sources, 


these two and others conspired 
with the Soviet ambassador in 
Prague, 
Stepan 
V. Cher- 


vonenko, in drawing up 
two 


appeals. 


One was a call for help ad- 


dressed to five Warsaw Pact 
countries •- the Soviet Union, 
East Germany, Poland, Bul- 
garia and Hungary -- to send 
armed forces to Czechoslovakia 
and thus save socialism there. 


The other was a 1,700-word ap- 


peal to the people of Czecho- 
slovakia, intended to justify the 
. call for help from the Warsaw 
Pact nations. 
Sulek was asked to distrib- 


ute the 
second 
appeal 
to 


all major eastern and western 
capitals via the facilities of 
his press agency. He was also 
instructed 
to 
censor 
the 


agency's outgoing dispatches 
thereafter to prevent contra- 
dictions in the official presenta- 
tion.

which also ruled against him. 
He then appealed to the Su- 
preme Court and the election 
was left hanging, pending Its de- 
cision by that court. 


The Supreme Court, cited the 


Lackawanna County case Thurs- 
day In upholding the right of the 
county board to canvass the ab- 
sentee ballots. 


It said the district board's 


function "is strictly a one-day 
operation" while the county 
board Is a continuing body. "In 
the face, therefore, of the im- 
possibility of district boards 
canvassing the absentee ballots 
during their ephemeral exis- 
tence," wrote Justice Michael 
Musmanno, "it would be unfair, 
unreasonable and unjust to dis- 
franchise the absentee voters." 


Justice Musmanno wrote both 


opinions.

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Top Ranking State Educator 
Paints Bleak School Picture 


HARRISBURG (AP) — On the 


eve of a new school term for 
Pennsylvania's 3.2 million pu- 
pils, Dr. David Kurtzman, state 
superintendent of public instruc- 
tion spoke of the possibility of 
"a very bleak year." 


Dr. Kurtzman, interviewed 


Tuesday in his Harrisburg of- 
fice, said educational despon- 
dency could result If the state 
legislature does not provide 
added funds for education. 


"The legislation has been 


there for over a year," he said, 
"and I've appeared before many 
governmental committees in fa- 
vor of it. The governor has com- 
mitted himself. The 1969 legis- 
lature has got to put more 
money Into education." 


Additional funds for education 


are necessary, he said, not 
only to increase teachers' sal- 
aries— the major concern at this 
time—but to loosen the federal 
grip on many educational pro- 
grams conducted by local dis- 
tricts. 


Among these programs are 


experimental innovations which 
would free education from pre- 
vailing 19th century routine by 
fostering integration and finding 
an alternative to the inhibiting 


structure of the classroom. 


As specific examples, Dr. 


Kurtzman cited the "big high 
school," a massive educational 
complex planned by the Pitts- 
burgh school district, and educa- 
tional parks, contemplated by 
the Philadelphia Board of Edu- 
cation. 


More state money,' he said, 


would relieve a locality of de. 
pendency on the federal govern, 
ment, which frequently controls 
a program without an aware- 
ness of the area's needs. 


Asked about the steadily de. 


dining relationship between 
teachers and school boards, the 
state's school chief commented: 


"Any strike is terrible. A 


stike tends to create a low 1m- 
pression of the school system as 
far as the teachers and their 
image are concerned. The pub- 
lic likes to see these things set- 
tied without a strike, and if a 
strike occurs, their confidence 
in the system fails. 
' 'Too many school board mem- 


bers fail to recognize the 1m- 
portance of teachers. But I don't 
put the blame entirely on school 
boards. Teachers must recog- 
nize what the school board can 
pay."

Dr. Kurtzman itemized two 
"great weaknesses" and one 
strength in statewide education, 
al development. 


One "weakeness" Is what he 


called the "teacher preparation 
problem." This summer has 
been occupied with an urgency 
to find "a new approach to 
teacher preparation" In educa- 
tional circles. 


Although some pilot programs 


are underway in several cities- 
programs that condition the 
neophyte teacher to the some* 
times tense and complex atmos- 
phere of the classroom—many 
new teachers, and veterans, will 
enter their schools this week 
without a full knowledge of the 
child, Kirtzman said. 


"The teacher must have bet- 


ter understanding," he contin- 
ued. "Particularly in the under. - 
privileged areas, the teacher 
should know the background of 
the pupil. In the case of a stu- 
dent who comes to the class- 
room and is very difficult, the 
teacher ought to find out what 
happened to the child at home. 
He may have left home when 
his father was beating his moth- 
er." 


Another "w e a k n e s s" Dr. 


Kurtzman cited was the com. 
position of school districts. To- 
day, the districts correspond 
regularly to the governmental 
boundaries of the area where 
they are located. So we have a 
Philadelphia school district, 
Erie district, Scranton district, 
and so on. 


Frequently, the social needs 


of the general region in which 
the pupils study exceed the cap. 
acity of a governmental unit, 
Kurtzman said. 


la the case of racial Integra- 


| tion—which educational author, 
ities consider a definite social 
need—a district may contain so 
much racial Imbalance within 
itself that the mathematics of 
integration cannot be achieved 
without consolidating with a 
neighboring district. 


"It (consolidation) ought to 


come by legislative mandate," 
he said. "But I don't expect to 
see it during my professional 
life. Maybe it will come in my 
lifetime." 


Dr. Kurtzman proudly de- 


scribed what he believes to be 
a strong point In the state's 
school system today—that cur- 
riculum has recognized the ne- 
cessity of teaching minority 
group h i s t o r y , particularly 
Negro history. 


"These are programs which 


put the Negro in the proper 
perspective," he said. "Many 
people think Negro history 
should be taught only to Negro 
children. But white children 
need Negro history too. And we 
will have more courses that 
teach 
the contributions 
to 


American living made by other 
groups despite handicaps.

deaths in Warren County dur- 
ing the first quarter of the year 
were up from a year ago during 
the same period, the State De. 
partment of Health said yester- 
day. 


Live births in the county dur. 


ing the three-month period stood 
at 171 as compared with 165 
at the same time in 1967. Deaths 
within the county climbed from 
123 in 1967 to 133. 


The current birth rate for 


the county stands at 13.9 per 
1000 population—down from a 
rate of 14.7 a year earlier, 
while the present death rate 
for Warren County during the 
quarter rounded out to 12.7 
per 1000 population (11.7 in 
1967). 


Leading cause of death in the 


county continues to be heart 
disease which during the Jan. 
uaryJtfarch period took the 
lives of 48 county residents. 


Other leading causes of death 


in the county during the quarter 
included vascular lesions af. 
fecting the central nervous sys. 
tern (apoplexy, cerebral hemor- 
rhage, stroke, etc.), 17 deaths;

When 
his cue bid of three hearts, 
which was a clear-cut slam 
try, was followed by North's 
signoff at three no trump, 
South should have submitted 
to partner's judgment.

catapulted

into a slam. At that, if South 
held three diamonds and a 
doubleton in either major, the 
six-club contract would have 
hinged on a simple finesse. 


West opened the king of 


diamonds and dummy playea 
the ace.

finesses must apparently be 
taken in hearts and spades.
